The last issue we were together, 
we wrote of the many musicians who made 
up the music scene before World War I. 
After World War I, Jazz fans were able 
to listen to so much more of this music 
such as "Milenberg Joys", “Muskrat Ram- 
ble", "Beale Street Blues", "Menphis 
Blues" and so many more. 


It has been said that the period 
during WW I had the best written music 
and Irving Berlin had a lot to do with 
making that statement a true one. 

The Roaring Twenties with it's "Twenty 
Three Skidoo", and "Razz-A-Matazz" say- 
ings brought about a big change in pop- 
ular music. The Jazz playing men of 

New Orleans drifted into "Speak Easys", 
and a lot of them were never heard from 
again. Music was now, a reflection of 
those happy, hetic, hilarious days where 
everybodywas having fun. When girl's 
skirts were vying with the stock market 
to see which could soar the higher and 
life was as fast as the music of the 
times. 

By this time the bands of Paul 
Whiteman, Vincent Lopez, Ben Burnie, 
Coon Saunders, and others were playing 
the music of to which an age of dan- 
jcers used to jump around to dances like 
the Charleston, The Black Bottom,and 
The Varsity Drag. And then too, there 
were the singers-the soloists and also 
the various harmony groups, who restric- 
ted their work, just as the musicians 
did to mere three-part harmonies, as 
compared with the four-parts which are 
commomplace today. 


Yes, the times and music was 
fast and endured in this fashion until 
the Stock Market Crash of 1929. Over- 
night "Yes Sir, That's My Baby" was 
changed to "Brother Can You Spare A 
Dime?" When we get together again, we 
will cover the period of music from 
1930 to 1935, just before the Big Bands.
